After a session lasting five months 
the Oklahoma Constitution Con- 
vention has completed its labors 
and adopted a Constitution. An 
alfalfa pen was used by the presi- 
dent of the body to sign the sheep- 
skin copy of the document 

The Court of Appeals yesterday 
sustained the act of the Legislature 
passed at the special session last 
spring fixing a tax of one and one- 
quarter cents a gallon on all recti- 
fied whiskey made within Ken- 
tucky.
